The  vine  is  a  strong  grower  and  a  heavy 
yielder.  The  meat  is  green,  very  thick 
and  of  the  very  best  flavor.  This  nielon 
keeps  for  a  long  time  after  picking,  mak¬ 
ing  it  a  good  market  melon.  Season  late. 
iVIUSKMELON — Wilson’s  Black.  A  se¬ 
lection  of  one  of  the  variations  from  the 
Wilson  Black  African.  The  meat  is  very 
thick,  of  bright  orange  color  and  of  a 
superior  quality,  almost  melting  in  your 
mouth.  It  is  a  good  keeper,  remaining 
fresh  and  good  for  almost  weeks  after 
it  is  picked  from  the  vine.  These  melcns 
are  of  a  dark  green  color  of  about 
314  pounds.  Color  changes  only  slightly 
when  ripe.  Season  of  ripening  is  early  to  midseason.
